Union  College 
welcomes  new 
vice  president  for 
academic  affairs 


Union  College  has  announced  David  Johns,  Ph.D., 
as  the  institution's  new  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs. 


Johns  comes  to  Union  from  Earlham  School  of 
Religion  in  Richmond,  Ind.,  where  he  served  as  associate  professor  of  theology. 

Union  College's  commitment  to  ensuring  the  success  of  first- 

generation  college  students  is  what  initially  attracted  him  to  the  school.  "That's  my 

story,  too,"  said  Johns,  who  was  the  first  in  his  family  to  pursue  a  college  degree.  "I 

know  firsthand  how  a  life  can  be  changed  by  a  community  that  cares  and  inspires. 

What  is  taking  place  at  Union  is  more  than  learning;  it  is  education.  It  is 

transformation." 

Prior  to  his  position  at  Earlham  School  of  Religion,  he  worked  at  Wilmington 
College  as  assistant  professor  of  religion  and  philosophy  and  campus  chaplain, 
and  at  Malone  College  as  adjunct  professor  of  religious  studies  and  a  reference 
librarian.  He  said  that  these 

experiences  have  helped  prepare  him  for  his  new  job  at  Union. 

"I've  served  in  a  number  of  capacities  in  colleges:  from  making  pizzas  and  handing 
out  pool  cues  as  a  student,  to  being  a  reference  librarian,  a  campus  pastor  and  a 
professor.  Over  the  years  I've  taken  on  more  responsibility  and  have  become  more 
involved  in  visioning  and  leadership,"  Johns  said.  "So  when  I  read  that  Union 
wanted  a  vice  president  who  would  be  a  visible  presence  on  campus, 
interacting  with  students  as  well  as  faculty  and  other  administrators,  I  thought: 

'that's  who  I  am;  that's  where  I  want  to  be!"' 

Andelys  Wood,  Ph.D.,  interim  vice  president  for  academic  affairs,  said  that  the 
appointment  of  Johns  to  this  position  is  an  exciting  one  that  she  can  easily  support. 

"At  the  end  of  an  exhausting  academic  year,  I'm  excited  that  David  Johns  is 
bringing  new  energy  to  the  Academic  Affairs  office,  and  I  look  forward  to  working 
with  him,"  Wood  said. 

Marcia  Hawkins,  Ph.D.,  president  of  Union  College,  said  that  Johns  will  be  an  asset 
to  the  college  because  of  his  academic  credentials  and  faith-based  leadership  style. 
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"Dr.  Johns  embraces  Union  College's  values  and  understands  the  importance  of 
providing  an  education  interwoven  with  spirituality,"  Hawkins  said.  "He  is  fully 
committed  to  helping  our  students 

understand  the  importance  of  become  lifelong  learners.  I,  along  with  other 
members  of  the  search  committee,  am  confident  that  Dr.  Johns  is  a  perfect  fit  for 
Union  College." 

Johns  is  scheduled  to  begin  his  duties  on  July  1 .  He  said  once  he  arrives  on 
campus,  he  plans  to  take  time  to  meet  everyone,  and  get  a  feel  for  Union  before 
making  any  big  moves. 

"My  short-term  goal  is  to  learn  as  much  as  I  can — and  as  fast  as  I  can — about 
Union  and  to  meet  as  many  people  as  possible,"  he  said.  "I  have  a  lot  of  listening 
to  do  and  a  lot  of  stories  to  hear.  One  of  the  ways  I  think  about  the  work  I'll  do  at 
Union  is  through  the  four  words:  place,  programs,  policies  and  most  important, 
people."

Union  announces  fully  online 
Teacher  Leader  programs 

Union  College  has  expanded  its  fully  online  master's  programs  to  include  a  Teacher 
Leader  degree  with  two  options  for  concentration  areas:  Educational  Policy  and 
Cultural  Competency. 

Applications  are  now  being  accepted  for  fall  classes  that  begin  Aug.  27. 

The  Teacher  Leader:  Educational  Policy  program  challenges  students  to  gain  a 
thorough  understanding  of  the  educational  system's  political  structure  at  the  state 
and  national  levels.  This  degree  could  lead  to  advisory  board  positions  and  provides 
leadership  skills  to  assist  in  influencing  political  actions  for  education. 

The  Teacher  Leader:  Cultural  Competency  program  is  designed  to  help  educators 
effectively  lead  diverse  student  populations.  This  concentration  area  was  chosen  in 
direct  response  to  significant  increases  in  diverse  populations  in  the  region. 

"Our  partnerships  with  local  P-12  school  districts,  the  Kentucky  Education 
Professional  Standards  Board,  the  Council  on  PostSecondary  Education  and 
our  program  alumni  have  provided  invaluable  input  during  the  development  of 
these  program  options  for  Teacher  Leader,"  said  Jason  Reeves,  Union's  dean  of 
educational  studies.  "We  are  excited  to  begin  a  new  chapter  of  service  to  region."

Union  and  Knox  County  Board  to 
recognize  'Early  Start'  students 

Union  College  will  host  a  special  called  meeting  of  the  Knox  County  Board  of 
Education  on  Tuesday  to  recognize  students  recently  accepted  into  the  Union 
Collegiate  Institute  Early  Start  Program. 

The  meeting  will  be  called  to  order  at  7  p.m.  at  Conway  Boatman  Chapel.  This 
open  meeting  will  be  filmed  and  broadcast  at  a  later  date  in  Barbourville  on  Knox 
County  Schools'  TV-4. 

Twenty-eight  high  school  students  from  both  Knox  Central  and  Lynn  Camp  high 
schools  will  be  recognized  and  presented  with  acceptance  certificates.  The  agenda 
includes  remarks  by  key  members  of  Union  College's  leadership  team,  current 
Union  students  and  Ralph  Hoskins,  the  interim  Knox  County  superintendent. 

Students  in  the  Early  Start  Program  will  begin  their  college  coursework  on  Tuesday, 
Aug.  27,  when  Union's  fall  semester  begins.  Parents  and  students  will  attend 
orientation  on  Aug.  12,  when  they  will  learn  more  about  expectations  and  become 
familiar  with  campus. 

The  program,  which  launched  in  late  April,  provides  an  opportunity  for  accepted 
students  to  earn  up  to  29  credit  hours  in  four  years  at  no  expense  to  them.  Accepted 
students  qualified  themselves  through  interviews,  applications  and  test  scores. 

The  application  process  began  in  May  for  this  program,  which  has  been  in  the 
exploration  and  negotiation  phases  for  well  over  a  year.

Union  hosts  Appalachia  Service 
Project,  which  completes  $40 
thousand  in  home  repairs 


During  its  inaugural  year  in  1969,  Appalachia  Service  Project,  a  national  ministry 
for  home  repair,  established  its  first  work  camp  center  at  Union  College,  which 
housed  50  volunteers  who  repaired  four  Knox  County  homes. 
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This  summer,  ASP  again  moved  to  campus  for 
several  weeks,  repairing  14  homes — including 
1 1  in  the  Stinking  Creek  area — with  the  help  of 
501  volunteers. 

Annie  White,  center  director  for  the  Knox 
County  team,  said  the  four-person  leadership 
group  was  able  to  complete  $40  thousand  in 
repairs  to  roofs,  floors  and  drainage  systems. 
They  also  remodeled  homes  and  built  one 
new-room  addition. 

White  said  that  working  in  Knox  County  was  a  rewarding,  enriching  experience, 
not  only  because  of  the  help  she  and  her  team  could  provide  to  the  area,  but  also 
because  of  the  natural  beauty. 

"Compared  to  other  places  I  have  worked,  I  absolutely  loved  being  in  Knox 
County/'  White  said.  "It  is  a  beautiful  area  with  beautiful  scenery,  and  the  people 
are  so  friendly." 

She  added  that  it  was  also  nice  to  work  the  area  where  ASP  got  its  start.  Since  the 
program  began  in  Barbourville  44  years  ago,  it  has  expanded  to  serve  32  counties 
in  five  central  Appalachian  states. 

White  was  joined  this  summer  by  three  other  permanent  staff:  Anthony  Reyna, 
volunteer  coordinator;  Katie  Glowicki,  finance  coordinator;  and  Virginia  Debbink, 
operations  coordinator.  The  staff  and  volunteers  were  housed  on  Union's  campus, 
free  of  charge. 

The  history  of  ASP  is  long  and  rich  and  begins  in  Knox  County.  Under  the 
leadership  of  ASP's  founder  the  late  Rev.  Glenn  "Tex"  Evans,  a  small  group  of 
volunteers  succeeded  in  making  just  a  few  Barbourville  homes  warmer,  safer 
and  drier.  This  team  had  $800  to  buy  materials  and  maintain  "Pinky,"  their  first 
donated  vehicle,  which  was  a  pink  station  wagon.  Evans  had  served  as  director  at 
Henderson  Settlement  in  Frakes,  Ky.,  where  he  saw  the  region's  housing  needs.  He 
is  often  quoted  as  saying,  "We  accept  people  right  where  they  are,  just  the  way 
they  are." 

Today,  the  number  of  volunteers  has  grown  to  over  300,000,  who  have  repaired 
more  than  15,000  homes  in  31  impoverished  Appalachian  communities.  The 
Christian  approach  fosters  transformational  experiences  for  everyone  involved  and 
builds  relationships  that  break  down  cultural,  social  and  economic  barriers.  The 
particular  focus  to  recruit  young  volunteers  encourages  the  development  of  service- 
minded  communities.

"You 
will  make  connections  here  that 
will  last  a  lifetime,"  she  said.  "So 
enjoy  Union  while  you  enjoy  high 
school." 


David  Johns,  Ph.D.,  Union's  vice  president  for  academic  affairs,  assured  parents 
and  families  that  student  success  is  a  top  priority  at  Union  College.  "I'm  pleased  to 
add  my  efforts  to  the  efforts  of  the  entire  Union  family,"  he  said.  "And  I  am  eager  to 
walk  with  your  student  in  this  exciting  journey  of  discovery." 

Other  speakers  included  Union  College  President  Marcia  Hawkins,  Knox  County 
Interim  Superintendent  Ralph  Hoskins  and  Frank  Shelton,  public  relation  director 
for  Knox  County  Schools.

The  Early  Start  Program  is  part  of  the  Union  Collegiate  Institute  and  offers  high 
schools  students  an  opportunity  to  earn  up  to  29  credit  hours  while  still  in  high 
school.  Through  the  Knox  County  Board  of  Education,  ESP  students  will  take 
these  classes  free  of  charge.  There  were  41  applicants  countywide,  and  27  were 
accepted.

Union  freshmen  urged  to  lead  lives  of 
service 

This  was  the  challenge  presented  to 
Union  College  freshmen  during  the 
new  student  induction  ceremony 
Monday  night  at  Conway  Boatman 
Chapel. 

Keynote  speaker  Walter  Crouch,  Ph.D., 
issued  this  simple,  yet  meaningful 
challenge  and  encouraged  students  to 
measure  success  not  by  material  gains, 
but  by  interpersonal  growth  achieved 
through  volunteer  work.  As  CEO  and 
President  of  Appalachia  Service  Project, 
a  Christian  volunteer  organization  concerned  with  home  repair  for  low-income 
families  in  Central  Appalachia,  Crouch  is  a  credible  source  for  this  advice. 

"I  want  more  than  success  for  you.  I  want  you  to  be  great,"  he  said,  urging  students 
to  become  volunteers  as  a  means  for  reaching  transformation. 

"Imagine  living  in  a  home  where  you  have  to  set  out  pans  and  buckets  every  time  it 
rains... a  home  where  several  children  huddle  together  to  sleep  on  the  floor  of  one 
room  every  night,"  said  Crouch.  "The  need  is  great... we  need  your  help." 

The  233  new  students  in  Monday's  audience  were  invited  to  serve  among  Crouch's 
volunteer  groups.  The  ASP,  based  in  Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  travels  each  summer  to 
various  sites  in  Appalachia  where  substandard  housing  is  common.  "Many  of  those 
are  right  here  in  Knox  County,  where  ASP  worked  on  14  homes  this  past  summer, 

1 1  of  those  in  the  Stinking  Creek  area,"  Crouch  said.  Union  College  was  the  home 
site  for  the  first  ASP  mission  in  1 969.  Union  hosted  the  group  again  this  past  year 
and  many  years  in  between. 

Crouch's  message  was  part  of  the  ninth  annual  new  student  induction  ceremony 
known  as  CIRCLES,  an  acronym  for  Celebration,  Integrity,  Responsibility,  Civility, 
Learning,  Engagement  and  Spirituality. 

During  the  service  each  year,  various  groups  pledge  to  help  students  succeed. 
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These  groups  include  faculty,  staff,  community  members  and  current  students.  The 
highlight  of  the  event  is  a  candlelit,  formal  presentation  of  the  college's  Integrity  of 
Character  medallion.  Each  student  receives  the  medallion  and  keeps  it  throughout 
his  or  her  college  career. 

Then,  at  the  baccalaureate  service  on  the  eve  of  their  undergraduate 
commencement,  these  students  will  be  asked  to  present  the  medallions  back  to 
important  mentors  who  particularly  helped  them  succeed.

U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  awards 
grant  to  Union  College 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce 
announced  that  Union  College  has 
received  a  $1 .5  million  grant  to  aid  in 
the  renovation  of  the  new  Health  and 
Natural  Sciences  building. 

The  U.S.  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Commerce  for  Economic  Development 

Matt  S.  Erskine  made  the  announcement  Thursday  morning  before  the  annual  Fall 
Convocation  ceremony  held  in  Robsion  Arena  on  Union's  campus. 


According  to  Erskine,  the  Economic  Development  Administration  wants  to  invest 
in  projects  that  lead  to  fiscal  growth.  He  added  that  approved  programs  must  meet 
what  he  termed  "the  four  C's":  be  competitive;  be  a  true  local  collaboration;  be  a 
co-investment;  and  a  catalyst  for  economic  growth.  The  new  Health  and  Natural 
Sciences  Building,  he  said,  perfectly  meets  the  criteria. 

"This  is  a  co-investment  for  the  future  that  supports  the  American  worker,"  Erskine 
said,  noting  how  the  grant  will  help  provide  the  means  to  train  the  workers,  who  in 
turn  will  give  back  by  entering  the  local  workforce  while  providing  their  services  to 
the  community. 
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"The  EDA  grants  announced  today  will  help  establish  a  new... facility  at  Union 
College  to  train  workers  for  jobs  in  the  region's  growing  health  care  sector/'  Erskine 
said  in  a  press  release  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

In  the  same  release,  U.S.  House  Appropriations  Chairman  Hal  Rogers  also 
applauded  the  investment.  "These  EDA  grants  go  a  step  further,  helping  us  prepare 
for  a  greater  healthcare  workforce  and  address  infrastructure  improvement  needs,  " 
he  said. 

Erskine  was  joined  by  Earl  F.  Gohl,  the  federal  co-chair  of  the  Appalachian  Regional 
Commission,  Barbourville  Mayor  David  Thompson,  Knox  County  Judge-Executive 
J.M.  Hall  and  Union  College  President  Marcia  Hawkins,  all  of  which  also  offered 
brief  words  of  gratitude  and  congratulations.

Tennessee  jazz 
trio  to  perform 
at  Union 

Next  week,  Union  College  will 
host  a  jazz  trio  as  the  first  of 
many  arts  and  cultural  events  for 
the  year. 

The  Boling,  Brown  and  Holloway  trio  will  perform  on  Thursday,  Sept.  1 9  at  7:30 
p.m.  in  the  Rector  Little  Theatre.  The  concert  is  free  and  open  to  the  public. 

Mark  Boling,  bandleader  and  guitarist  of  the  trio,  is  a  renowned  jazz  guitarist, 
teacher,  composer  and  author.  He  is  an  associate  professor  of  music  and 
coordinator  of  the  jazz  program  at  the  University  of  Tennessee  School  of  Music. 
Drummer  Keith  Brown  and  bassist  Rusty  Holloway  complete  the  trio. 

The  group  began  performing  together  during  the  1 980s  and  has  traveled  together 
putting  on  shows  since.  Some  of  their  most  notable  performances  include 
appearing  at  jazz  festivals  in  California  and  Japan,  as  well  as  at  colleges  and 
universities  all  across  the  U.SA 

They  recently  released  a  new  album  called  "Trio  Life,"  which  features  original 
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music  by  Boling  along  with  wider  known  jazz  songs  and  covers.  According  to  their 
website,  it  reflects  the  type  of  music  that  the  trio  has  become  known  for. 

"Over  the  years  the  Boling,  Brown  and  Holloway  trio  has  honed  a  repertoire  of 
original  music  and  standards,"  said  the  site.  "This  eclectic  mix  has  been  slowly 
distilled  in  their  hometown  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.  to  produce  a  sound  described  in  the 
press  as  'honest/  polished/  and  'explorative.'"

Union  staff  member  appointed  to  crisis 
response  board 

A  Union  College  staff  member  was  recently  appointed  by  Gov.  Beshear's  office  as  a 
board  member  with  the  Kentucky  Communities  Crisis  Response  Board. 

The  KCCRB  was  created  by  the  state  and  has  the  primary  responsibility  of  providing 

mental  health  and  counseling  assistance  to  an 
area  or  community  in  a  situation  of  disaster  or 
crisis.  Union  College  Director  of  Counseling 
Jodi  Carroll  has  been  appointed  to  the  KCCRB 
board. 

"I  believe  that  KCCRB  does  very  valuable  work, 
and  I  feel  honored  to  serve  KCCRB  in  this 
additional  capacity  after  having  served  as  a  Team 
Member  and  Regional  Coordinator,"  Carroll 
said.  "The  work  as  a  Team  Member  and  Regional 
Coordinator  has  been  extremely  rewarding,  and 
I  am  excited  about  the  opportunity  to  further 
enhance  the  services  provided  by  the  KCCRB. 

I  enjoy  both  direct  work  with  individuals  and 
groups  as  well  as  work  that  directs  policy 
and  procedures,  so  I  expect  to  find  both  roles 
fulfilling." 

As  board  member,  Carroll  said  one  of  her  biggest  responsibilities  would  be  to 
recruit  and  boost  KCCRB  membership  within  the  region. 
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"My  goal  is  to  increase  awareness  of  the  KCCRB  and  how  to  join.  I  also  hope  to 
identify  and  minimize  any  barriers  which  may  prevent  local  people  from  joining 
the  team/'  Carroll  said.  "When  people  of  southeastern  Kentucky  work  together,  we 
tend  to  accomplish  great  things." 

Carroll  said  that  she  is  looking  forward  to  the  experience  and  feels  honored  to 
serve  the  KCCRB  in  this  capacity.  She  added  that  the  training  through  KCCRB  not 
only  helps  her  respond  in  times  of  crisis,  but  also  helps  her  serve  in  her  position  at 
Union. 

"The  training  I  receive  as  a  team  member  with  KCCRB/KCCRT  is  extremely  valuable 
in  my  role  as  counselor.  The  team  provides  trainings  with  the  primary  goal  of 
equipping  team  members  with  skills  to  provide  high  quality  service  to  individuals 
or  groups  who  have  been  impacted  by  a  disaster  or  a  crisis,"  Carroll  said.  "These 
same  skills  are  also  useful  in  my  role  as  counselor  at  Union  College,  as  individuals 
receiving  counseling  may  often  benefit  from  these  same  skills.  Even  though  a  client 
may  not  be  experiencing  a  current  crisis  or  disaster,  the  skills  may  be  beneficial  in 
assisting  the  client  as  he  or  shedeals  with  situations  from  the  past." 

Carroll,  who  applied  for  the  board  position,  will  report  to  her  first  KCCRB  meeting 
soon.  She  will  serve  for  two  years,  and  then  have  the  opportunity  to  serve  a  second 
term.  She  said  she  is  very  fortunate  to  receive  the  opportunity  to  be  a  board 
member,  and  is  excited  to  begin  her  duties.

Union  College  has  announced  the  schedule  of  events 
for  this  year's  homecoming,  which  is  themed  "MGM  - 
Many  Great  Memories."

The  first  will  be  a  Kentucky  Chautauqua  program  about  Caleb  Powers,  a  Union 
College  alumnus  and  U.S.  representative  from  Barbourville  who  later  became 
Kentucky's  secretary  of  state.  He  was  convicted  as  an  accessory  to  murder  in  the 
shooting  death  of  Kentucky  Governor  William  Goebel.  After  spending  eight  years 
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in  prison,  Powers  was  pardoned  and  went  on  to  serve  four  consecutive  terms  as  a 
Kentucky  representative.  The  performance  will  be  in  the  upper  level  of  the  Patridge 
Campus  Center  at  7:00  p.m.  on  Thursday  evening. 

Friday  morning  there  will  be  a  chance  for  alumni  to  return  to  the  classroom. 
Interested  alumni  can  attend  either  a  10:00  education  class,  "Schooling  in 
American  Culture,"  taught  by  Jason  Reeves,  Ed.D.,  or  a  12:00  "Intro  to  Psychology" 
class  taught  by  Charlie  Jones,  Ph.D.  There  is  limited  space  in  each  of  these.  Early 
registration  is  encouraged. 

There  will  also  be  guided  tours  of  the  Knox  County  Historical  Museum  Friday 
afternoon.  The  museum  is  located  in  the  Barbourville  City  Hall  building.  These  will 
be  anytime  from  1 :30  p.m.  until  3:00  p.m. 

The  biggest  change  to  this  year's  schedule  will  be  decade  gatherings  on  Friday 
evening.

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Union  sophomore 
presents  research 
at  regional  symposium 

Union  College  student  Kimberly  Alexander 
recently  presented  at  the  Appalachian  College 
Association-University  of  North  Carolina,  Asheville 
Undergraduate  Research  Symposium. 

Alexander,  a  sophomore  from  Lebanon,  Ind., 
presented  "From  the  Virgin  Wilderness  to  Scales 
and  Tails:  An  Ecofeminist  Approach  to  Margaret 
Atwood."  Specifically,  she  focused  on  sexism  in  the 
societies  Margaret  Atwood  creates  in  her  writing, 
which  are  issues  Alexander  believes  are  relevant  in  today's  society. 

Alexander  said  she  was  selected  to  give  the  presentation  based  on  the  feminism- 
focused  work  she  did  in  her  English  102  class  taught  by  Shayne  Confer,  Ph.D.,  who 
was  one  of  her  biggest  supporters  as  she  prepared  the  presentation. 

"Dr.  Confer  is  the  professor  that  got  me  involved  in  this 

project,  and  he  was  there  every  step  of  the  way,"  said 

Alexander.  "He  did  not  control  how  I  wrote  the  paper,  but 

instead  let  me  go  the  way  I  wanted  and  helped  from  there."  She  added  that  her 

parents  were  also  big  supporters,  making  sure  she  focused  and  prepared. 

Overall,  Alexander  said  the  experience  was  a  "big  deal"  for  her,  and  will  help  her 
later  on  down  the  road,  both 
professionally  and  personally. 

"This  will  be  a  great  asset  to  my  graduate  applications  because  it  shows  I  can 
handle  something  at  this  level,  while  also  doing  my  studies  and  being  involved  on 
campus,"  Alexander  said.  "Personally  this  was  huge  for  me,  because  I  have  never 
been  comfortable  asking  for  help  or  talking  in  front  of  groups. 
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I've  learned  to  always  ask  for  help — no  matter  how  large  or  small  the  situation  is." 

Around  20  people,  including  students  and  faculty,  attended  Alexander's 
presentation.  According  to  Confer,  Alexander's  presentation  represented  Union 
College  students  very  well. 

"Her  presentation  was  entertaining  and  informative,  the  audience  was  moved  to  ask 
probing  questions,  and  Kim  responded  to  them  deftly  and  appropriately,  including 
identifying  areas  for  further  research,"  Confer  said. 

"Her  presentation  sends  a  clear  message  about  our  college's  commitment  to  the 
growth  of  individual  students  through  research,  as  well  as  reinforcing  the  idea 
that  Union  College  is  a  place  where  intelligent  and  humane  students  share  their 
discoveries  and  knowledge  with  the  larger  academic 
community." 

Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs  David  Johns,  Ph.D.,  said  he  is  proud  of 
Alexander's  accomplishments  and  encouraged  by  her  scholarship.  "Kim  is  a  great 
example  of  what  is  possible  when  talented  students  are  able  to  work  closely  with 
excellent  faculty,"  Johns  said.

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Union  receives  grant  to  help  fund 
freshman  program 


Union  College  recently  announced  it  has  received  a  grant  to  enhance  the  newly 
introduced  student  success  program,  Union  College  Experience. 

The  James  Graham  Brown  Foundation,  based  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  awarded  the  college 
$483,000  to  help  support  three  years  of  UCE,  a  program  that  was  launched  in 
August  for  incoming  freshmen. 

Specifically,  the  grant  will  help  finance  the  two-week  period  before  fall  semester, 
when  freshmen  arrive  on  campus.  During  this  time,  students  become  adjusted  to 


college  life  by  engaging  in  classes  and  activities  provided  by  the  UCE  program. 

The  goal  of  the  program  is  not  only  to  give  freshmen  a  chance  to  acclimate  to  a 
new  environment,  but  also  to  boost  the  school's  retention  rate  and  increase  the 
number  of  college  graduates  in  the  region,  according  to  the  college's  president, 
Marcia  Hawkins,  Ph.D. 

Another  main  goal  of  UCE  is  to  provide  assistance  to  under-represented  groups  of 
students. 

"The  Union  College  Experience  is  all  about  new  freshmen.  We  identified  a  need 
to  help  our  new  students,  many  of  them  first  generation,  acclimate  to  campus  life 
and  college  work  before  the  semester  begins,"  said  Hawkins.  "With  UCE,  they  gain 
confidence  and  a  sense  of  ownership  of  their  education  goals,  and  they  come  to 
understand  their  responsibilities  as  members  of  a  community  of  learners." 

Hawkins  said  that  this  James  Graham  Brown  grant  helps  position  the  program  for 
greater  success. 

The  James  Graham  Brown  Foundation  is  based  in  Louisville,  Ky.  and  "fosters 
the  well-being,  quality  of  life  and  image  of  Louisville  and  Kentucky  by 
actively  supporting  and  funding  projects  in  the  fields  of  civic  affairs,  economic 
development,  education  and  health  and  general  welfare,"  according  to  their 
website.  It  was  incorporated  in  1954  by  Brown,  who  was  a  lumberman,  horseman 
and  entrepreneur.

October  is  recognized  nationally  as  Domestic  Violence  Awareness  Month,  and 
Union  College,  along  with  the  Knox  County  community,  signed  a  proclamation  this 
week  declaring  it  locally  as  well. 
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The  proclamation  was  signed  Monday,  Oct.  7  in  the  Sharp  Academic  Center  on 
Union's  campus.  Those  there  to  sign  the  proclamation  included:  Marcia  Hawkins, 
Ph.D.,  president  of  Union,  Wendell  Lewis  "Skip"  Hammons,  Jr.,  Knox  County 
District  Judge,  Gilbert  Holland,  Knox  County  Attorney,  and  Renia  Owens  and  Dana 
Brown,  two  domestic  violence  victim  advocates. 

According  to  Brown,  domestic  violence  is  a  very  real  problem  on  college 
campuses.  In  statistics  provided  by  Brown,  it  was  reported  that  21  percent 
of  college  students  have  experienced  domestic  violence  by  a  currentpartner. 
Additionally,  1 3  percent  of  college  women  report  they  were  forced  to  have  sex  by 
a  dating  partner;  60  percent  of  acquaintance  rapes  on  college  campuses  occur  in  a 
casual  or  steady  dating  relationship;  and  more  than  13  percent  of  college  women 
report  they  have  been  stalked. 

These  statistics  are  what  makes  Brown  so  appreciative  of  Union  College  for  taking 
an  active  stance  on  raising  awareness. 

"I  would  like  to  thank  Union  College  for  their  commitment  to  the  Knox  County 
Domestic  Violence  Council  and  the  community,"  Brown  said.  "By  educating  others 
about  domestic  violence,  we  are  increasing  awareness  and  providing  valuable 
information  of  resources  to  victims  of  intimate  partner  violence." 

Hawkins  added  that  it  was  a  privilege  for  Union  to  work  with  the  Knox  County 
Domestic  Violence  Council  because  domestic  violence  encompasses  all  types  of 
people. 

"This  is  a  very  real  problem  that  permeates  all  income  levels  and  cultures.  I'd 
like  to  see  domestic  violence  gone  within  mylifetime,"  Hawkins  said.  "But  in  the 
meantime,  we  need  to  work  person  by  person  and  step  by  step  to  educate  the 
community  and  help  victims  heal." 

In  addition  to  the  proclamation,  Union  College  will  host  a  panel  discussion  Oct. 

24  that  will  allow  students  and  members  of  the  community  to  talk  to  a  survivor 
and  experts  in  relevant  fields  of  study.  Called  "Conversations  With  a  Survivor," 
event  includes  dinner  and  is  free  to  the  public  for  a  limited  number  of  preregistered 
guests.  Dinner  begins  at  6  p.m.  Child-care  will  be  available  through  Union 
College's  Common  Partners  service  program. 

Brown  added  that  there  is  currently  a  domestic  violence  support  group  that  is  open 
to  the  community  and  students  of  Union  College  that  meets  on  a  weekly  basis.  This 
is  a  free  group.

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Union  alum  and  first 
Daniel  Boone  Festival 
grand  marshal  will 
lead  parade 

A  Union  College  alumnus  who  helped  organize 
the  first  Daniel  Boone  Festival  and  served  as 
grand  marshal  in  1948,  has  been  selected  once 
again  to  lead  the  parade. 

Jack  J.  Early,  Union  College  class  of  1948, 
portrayed  Daniel  Boone  and  led  the  parade  on 
horseback  that  same  year,  honoring  Boone's 
heritage  and  setting  forth  a  tradition. 

Early,  formerly  of  Corbin,  Ky.,  now  a  resident  of  Louisville,  was  a  perfect  choice  to 
play  Daniel  Boone,  not  only  because  of  his  leadership  in  student  government  and 
the  festival  committee,  his  position  as  "Mr.  Union"  of  1 947,  or  as  a  student  pastor 
and  minister  of  the  Hindman  Methodist  Church,  but  as  a  descendant  of  the  Earlys, 
Joneses  and  Bartons  who  settled  in  the  1  790s  the  region  that  would  become  Knox 
County  in  1  799.  He  is  also  related  to  James  D.  Black,  former  Governor  of  Kentucky 
and  a  founder  of  Union  College.  Family  legend  has  it  that  one  of  his  ancestors 
accompanied  Daniel  Boone  on  his  second  expedition  into  Kentucky. 

Early  earned  his  master's  and  doctorate  degrees  in  Education  from  the  University  of 
Kentucky  and  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  from  Lexington  Theological  Seminary. 
He  has  conducted  motivational  seminars  throughout  the  U.S.  and  the  world.  His 
many  honors  include  election  to  the  University  of  Kentucky  Hall  of  Distinguished 
Alumni  and  the  Hall  of  Fame  for  the  College  of  Education  at  UK,  the  Hall  of 
Fame  at  Union  College,  the  Chief  Iron  Eyes  Cody  Medal  of  Peace  from  a  Native 
Americans  organization,  and  is  the  holder  of  four  honorary  degrees  from  colleges 
and  universities. 

Now  the  governor  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  Early  has  written  widely  on  historical  and  genealogical  topics.  An 
abridgment  of  one  of  his  studies  of  the  War  of  1 81 2  appears  in  this  edition  of  the 
festival  program  booklet. 

Early  tells  an  amusing  story  about  his  role  as  Daniel  Boone  in  a  history  of  "The 
First  Daniel  Boone  Festival,"  published  in  the  Knox  Historical  Museum's  periodical, 
The  Knox  Countian  (Fall  1997  edition).  When  informed  that  in  his  role  as  Daniel 
Boone  he  would  be  required  to  ride  a  horse  and  lead  the  parade  as  grand  marshal, 
he  confessed  that  he  didn't  know  how  to  ride  a  horse.  A  Knox  County  friend  took 
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him  to  a  farm  across  the  railroad  to  fetch  horses.  After  they  crossed  the  track  from 
the  farm  on  horseback,  the  engineer  blew  the  train's  whistle,  startling  Early's  horse, 
which  reared  up  straight  on  its  hind  legs,  but  Early  managed  to  stay  in  the  saddle.  "I 
thought  you  said  you  couldn't  ride  a  horse,"  his  friend  remarked. 

The  parade  this  year  is  scheduled  for  Oct.  12  at  2:00  p.m.  in  downtown 
Barbourville.  The  festival  will  take  place  this  week  in  the  town  square.  A  full 
schedule  of  events  can  be  found  online  at  www.danielboonefestival.com. 

The  Daniel  Boone  Festival  was  created  by  Union  College  professor  Dr.  Karl  Bleyl. 
Bleyl,  along  with  Union's  then  senior  class,  helped  establish  the  festival  as  a  way  to 
celebrate  the  recently  signed  Cane  Treaty  between  the  people  of  Barbourville  and 
the  Cherokee  Nation.  According  to  the  treaty,  the  Cherokee  people  could  gather, 
without  a  fee,  as  much  cane  from  the  Barbourville  area  as  they  wanted. 
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Minorities  Day  lecture 
to  feature  author  of

The  Bible  Belt  is  defined  as  a  region  in  the 
nation  that  is  known  for  strict  adherence  to 
biblical  traditions  and  beliefs.  However,  this 
presents  challenges  for  many  people  growing  up 
in  the  area. 


On  Tuesday,  Oct.  22,  Bernadette  Barton,  Ph.D., 
professor  of  sociology  and  women's  studies 
at  Morehead  State  University,  will  talk  about 
these  challenges,  particularly  those  faced  by  the  gay  and  lesbian  community.  Her 
presentation,  "Pray  the  Gay  Away:  The  Extraordinary  Lives  of  Bible  Belt  Gays,"  will 
focus  on  these  struggles,  as  highlighted  in  her  book  by  the  same  name.

Linda  Silber,  Ph.D.,  Union  College  professor  of  sociology,  organized  the  event  for 
the  annual  Minorities  Day  presentation. 
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"Living  in  the  Bible  Belt,  a  region  highly  saturated  with  conservative  Christian 
beliefs  and  practices,  socializes  gay  men  and  lesbians  to  suppress  their  same- 
sex  attractions,  hide  them  and  try  to  'pray  the  gay  away,'"  said  Silber  in  an  email 
announcing  the  event.  "In  this  powerful  multi-media  presentation,  including 
original  interview  data  from  lesbians  and  gay  men  living  in  the  Bible  Belt,  video 
clips  and  photographs,  Barton  illustrates  the  effects  of  religious-based  homophobia 
on  individual  lives."

"It  is  estimated  that  over  620,000  in  the  state  are  currently  without  health 
coverage,"  said  Sarah  Hendrix,  Ph.D.,  associate  professor  of  social  work  at  Union 
College.  "The  people  who  are  most  likely  to  benefit  from  the  Affordable  Care  Act 
are  currently  the  ones  least  likely  to  have  information  about  it.  That  is  why  Union 
College  is  coordinating  this  event."

Jodi  Carroll,  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  event,  encouraged  the  public  to  attend  and 
join  in  the  conversation,  because  even  though  domestic  violence  is  a  very  well- 
kept  secret,  everybody  knows  someone  who  is  impacted  by  it. 

"Those  who  perpetrate  it  wish  to  avoid  prosecution  and  other  social  consequences. 
Those  who  are  victimized  are  made  to  feel  ashamed  by  an  often  less  than  adequate 
response  by  loved  ones,"  said  Carroll.  "In  fact,  one  out  of  three  women  is  a  victim 
of  domestic  violence  in  her  lifetime.  And  domestic  violence  impacts  people  from 
every  walk  of  life.  Keeping  the  secret  helps  to  perpetuate  more  domestic  violence." 
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The  event  is  part  of  Domestic  Violence  Awareness  Month.  A  proclamation  signed 
earlier  this  month  by  both  Union  College  and  Knox  County  officials  declared  it 
locally.  It  is  recognized  nationally  as  well.

of  Barbourville  Independent  School.  Each  recipient  was  chosen  based  on  a  strict  set 
of  criteria  after  finalists  were  selected  from  a  large  pool  of  nominees.  Winners  are 
active  teachers  and  administrators  who  have  made  significant  contributions  to  the 
teaching  profession. 


Smith,  a  special  education  teacher  at  Knox  County  Middle  School, 
received  the  Dr.  Mary  Alice  Lay  Teacher  Leader  Award.

Mills,  who 
believes  that  the  key  to  student  success  lies  within  reaching  out  to 
students  and  their  families,  takes  the  time  to  know  them  all.  Her 
compassion  and  ability  to  positively  influence  students  is  demonstrated  through  the 
account  of  a  former  student  who  said,  "My  favorite  pastime  as  a  child  was  to  play 
school,  and  I  was  the  teacher  (Mills)."  That  student  later  became  a  teacher. 

The  final  recipient  of  the  Dr.  Mary  Alice  Lay  Teacher  Leader  Award 
is  Campbell,  choir  and  band  director  at  Knox  Central  High  School. 

Campbell,  who  demonstrates  daily  his  compassion  for  teaching 
and  his  students,  is  also  known  for  his  leadership  ability  within  the 
education  community.  Campbell  is  heavily  involved  with  not  only 
the  Kentucky  Education  Association,  but  the  National  Education 
Association  as  well.  He  is  also  a  representative  with  the  Kentucky 
Teacher  Effectiveness  Steering  Committee  and  its  subcommittee 
for  non-tested  areas.  Within  the  classroom,  he  works  to  instill  a  passion  for 
music  within  each  of  his  students,  either  through  choir  or  band,  and  creates  an 

'full  of  hope  and  love  and  most  importantly  family,"  said  one  student. 

Middleton,  a  recipient  of  the  Dr.  Warren  Robbins  Educational 
Leadership  Award,  is  the  high  school  principal  at  Barbourville 
Independent  School.  According  to  the  nomination  form,  he  is  well 
respected  there,  not  only  by  the  other  personnel,  but  by  the  students 
as  well.  As  principal,  he  is  faced  with  many  problems  brought  before 
him  by  students,  and  in  each  instance  he  shows  genuine  concern 
for  the  students  involved.  He  is  extremely  dedicated  to  his  role,  and 
has  been  key  in  making  Barbourville  a  school  district  of  which  the 
community  is  proud. 

Jackson,  the  assistant  principal  at  Knox  Central  High  School,  was  another  recipient 
of  the  Dr.  Warren  Robbins  Educational  Leadership  Award.  His  unique  leadership 
abilities  include  taking  a  genuine  interest  in  all  students,  and  doing  what  is  in 
his  power  to  make  sure  they  are  succeeding.  He  recognizes  their  individual 
achievements,  and  makes  sure  that  the  path  to  those  achievements  is 
as  smooth  as  possible  for  each  student.  These  traits  have  helped  him 
as  he  has  developed  next-generation  leaders  at  Knox  County  Middle 
School. 

Dixon  is  a  recipient  of  the  Dr.  Warren  Robbins  Educational  Leadership 
Award  as  well.  She  is  the  instructional  supervisor  at  Barbourville 
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Independent  School.  Although  Dixon  has  worked  across  the  state  and  in  various 
roles,  the  one  constant  throughout  her  career  has  been  her  students  and  the 
relationships  she  develops  with  them.  Whatever  she  is  doing,  Dixon  always 
performs  at  the  highest  level,  and  holds  those  she  works  with  to  those  same 
standards.  However,  she  will  go  out  of  the  way  to  make  sure  they  can  do  so, 
helping  them  along  with  whatever  they  may  need.  The  dedication  and  hard  work 
she  shows  every  day  has  allowed  countless  Barbourville  students  to  receive  the 
highest  level  of  education  possible. 

The  Excellence  in  Education  Awards  recognize  teachers  and  administrators  who 
follow  the  examples  set  by  the  instructors  for  whom  the  awards  are  named.  Union 
College  distinguished  professors  Dr.  Warren  Robbins  and  Dr.  Mary  Alice  Lay  are 
both  iconic  in  representing  Union's  legacy  of  supporting  educational  excellence. 
Robbins,  who  joined  Union's  faculty  in  1 957,  first  served  as  a  teacher,  principal  and 
a  supervisor  in  the  Bell  County  School  System.  From  1954-19 57,  he  was  supervisor 
in  a  Ford  Foundation  pilot  program  at  Berea  College  to  improve  education  in  rural 
Kentucky.  His  first  positions  at  Union  included  associate  professor  of  education 
and  director  of  student  teachers.  He  later  became  department  head,  vice  president 
of  graduate  affairs,  professor  of  education,  dean  of  graduate  studies,  and  dean  of 
faculty.  Robbins  retired  from  Union  in  1990  from  the  position  of  dean  of  graduate 
studies  program  and  then  served  as  Professor  Emeritus  of  education. 

Lay  came  to  Union  in  1 961  as  instructor  of  home  economics  after  receiving 
bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  from  the  University  of  Kentucky.  She  continued 
her  graduate  studies  through  a  National  Science  Fellowship  in  Nutrition  at  the 
University  of  South  Dakota  and  through  travel  study  in  Europe  via  Indiana  State 
University.  She  was  promoted  to  assistant  professor  in  1 969,  the  same  year  she 
was  granted  tenure.  From  1 978-1 983  she  stepped  aside  from  her  faculty  duties 
to  become  Union's  director  of  alumni  affairs.  During  this  time,  she  completed 
another  graduate  program,  receiving  her  Rank  I  certificate  from  Union  in  1980. 

She  returned  to  the  faculty  ranks  and  has  served  as  associate  professor  of  education 
from  1 985  to  the  present. 

The  201 3  pool  included  more  than  30  nominations.  Each  nominee  must  have 
completed  a  minimum  of  five  full  years  of  teaching  experience  and  be  currently 
serving  in  a  school  or  an  administrative  position. 

Fellow  educators,  students,  parents  and  community  members  issued  nominations, 
which  were  not  limited  to  Union  College  alumni;  however  Union  College  is  proud 
to  note  each  honoree  is  among  its  graduates.  A  committee  composed  of  impartial 
educators  and  community  members  from  the  region  and  beyond  made  up  the 
selection  committee.

Next  week,  Union  College  will  host  a  ribbon  cutting  and 
grand  opening  ceremony  for  the  new  Center  for  Health 
and  Natural  Sciences. 

The  event  will  be  Thursday,  Oct.  31  from  2-5  p.m.  at  the  new  building,  which 
formerly  housed  the  Knox  County  Hospital.  The  ribbon  cutting  ceremony  will  be  at 
2  p.m.  with  other  activities  to  follow,  including  a  reception  and  tours. 

There  will  be  several  distinguished  guests  present  for  the  ceremony.  They  include 
Marcia  Hawkins,  Ph.D,  president  of  Union  College;  Paul  Isaacs,  Union  College 
board  of  trustees  chair;  David  Thompson,  mayor  of  Barbourville;  J.M.  Hall,  Knox 
County  Judge-Executive;  Robert  Stivers,  Kentucky  Senate  president;  and  Shannon 
Rickett,  field  representative  for  Rep.  Harold  "Hal"  Rogers,  U.S.  congressman.  Gov. 
Steve  Beshear  has  also  been  invited. 

The  Center  for  Health  and  Natural  Sciences  is  home  to  Union's  fully  accredited 
nursing  and  athletic  training  programs,  natural  science  classes,  as  well  as  the 
psychology  department.  Classes  have  been  meeting  in  the  building  regularly  since 
the  start  of  the  fall  semester. 

The  renovation  of  the  building  was  aided  by  a  $1 .5  million  grant  received  from 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  in  September.  Matt  S.  Erskine,  the  U.S.  Deputy 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Commerce  for  Economic  Development,  traveled  to  Union  in 
the  fall  to  publicly  announce  the  grant. 

While  on  campus,  Erskine  noted  that  the  building  and  the  Union  College 
departments  housed  in  it,  will  lead  to  fiscal  growth  in  the  Knox  County  area.  In  a 
press  release  concerning  the  grants,  Erskine,  along  with  U.S.  House  Appropriations 
Chairman  Hal  Rogers  reiterated  that. 

"The  EDA  grants  announced  today  will  help  establish  a  new... facility  at  Union 
College  to  train  workers  for  jobs  in  the  region's  growing  health  care  sector,"  Erskine 
said. 

"These  EDA  grants  go  a  step  further,  helping  us  prepare  for  a  greater  health  care 
workforce  and  address  infrastructure  improvement  needs,"  Rogers  said. 
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Union  College  to  host  former  death 
row  inmate 


Next  week,  the  Union  College  community  will  hear  from  one  of  only  two  women 
in  the  United  States  to  be  exonerated  from  death  row. 

On  Wednesday,  Nov.  20,  Sabrina  Butler,  who  was  released  from  death  row  after  a 
long  and  horrific  battle,  will  be  on  campus  as  part  of  the  "Kentucky  Exoneree  Tour." 
She  will  be  speaking  at  noon  in  the  Patridge  Conference  Room  inside  the  Patridge 
Campus  Center.  This  event  is  free  and  open  to  the  public. 

According  to  the  Rev.  David  Miller,  college  minister,  her  story  is  "one  any  young 
parent  could  relate  to." 

On  April  1 2,  1 989,  Butler  found  her  nine-month-old  son  unresponsive  and  not 
breathing.  After  trying  to  revive  him  through  CPR,  she  took  him  to  the  hospital 
where  he  died.  The  bruises  on  her  son's  chest  from  CPR  were  incorrectly  identified 
as  a  result  of  child  abuse,  and  within  hours,  1  7-year-old  Butler  was  charged  with 
capital  murder.  She  was  convicted  and  later  sentenced  to  die  by  lethal  injection 
July  2,  1990. 

After  five  years  in  prison  and  33  months  on  death  row,  Butler  was  exonerated  after 
new  evidence  surfaced  indicating  her  son  actually  died  from  a  kidney  disorder. 

She  will  be  on  campus  to  share  her  experience  as  a  death  row  inmate  and  speak 
about  her  stance  against  the  death  penalty.  A  representative  from  the  Kentucky 
Coalition  to  Abolish  the  Death  Penalty  will  present  a  copy  of  her  book,  Exonerated: 
The  Sabrina  Butler  Story,  to  a  member  of  the  audience  as  a  door  prize.

According  to  the  Rev.  David  Miller,  college  minister  at  Union,  Elnes  said  the  Dark 
Wood  is  place  where  "you  meet  God." 

"The  ancient  Christian  mystics  understood  the  Dark  Wood  not  as  punishment 
for  sin,  but  as  the  central  context  in  which  revelation  takes  place,"  Miller  said. 
"Consequently,  they  remembered  and  experienced  the  Dark  Wood  differently,  as  a 
place  where  one  receives  strange  and  wondrous  gifts  whose  value  vastly  exceeds 
whatever  hardships  are  encountered  there." 

The  Staley  Distinguished  Christian  Scholar  Program  was  established  in  fall  of  1969 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  F.  Staley  and  Judge  and  Mrs.  H.  H.  Haynes  and  is  a  project 
of  the  Thomas  F.  Staley  Foundation.

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Union  College  to  offer  exercise 
science  as  a  major 

Union  College  will  offer  a  bachelor's  degree  in  exercise  science  beginning  next  fall. 
This  addition  to  the  Wellness,  Human  Performance  and  Recreation  Department  at 
Union  completes  the  "missing  link  in  our  program,"  said  professor  Jeff  Goodman, 
Ph.D. 

The  standout  feature  of  the  new  major  is  that  it  requires  a  science  core  similar 
to  nursing  and  athletic  training  requirements.  None  of  the  other  majors  in  the 
department  do  so. 

While  this  is  not  a  pre-professional  program,  the  core  is  similar  to  pre-med  "and 
will  enable  students  who  complete  this  program  to  be  better  equipped  to  enter  a 
profession  such  as  physical  therapy,"  Goodman  said.  He  noted  that  other  lines  of 
work  could  include  a  strength  and  conditioning  coach  or  personal  trainer. 

The  major  will  be  open  to  all  students,  including  incoming  freshmen,  in  the  fall  of 
2014.

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Union  College  partners 
with  I'm  First  to  support 
first-generation  college 
students 


To  support  students  who  will  be  the  first  in  their  families 
to  attend  and  graduate  from  college,  Union  College  has  partnered  with  the  I'm  First 
organization,  a  national  nonprofit  created  by  the  Center  for  Student  Opportunity. 


I'm  first  is  an  online  community  for  first-generation  college  students  and  their 
supporters.  As  a  partner,  Union  College  is  included  in  the  I'm  First  Guide  to  College, 
and  faculty  and  staff  have  access  to  the  organization's  resources  for  those  who  advise 
first-generation  students. 

The  partnership  reinforces  Union's  commitment  to  student  success  through  various 
programs,  such  as  the  Union  College  Experience.  This  program,  implemented  in 
August,  brings  freshmen  to  campus  two  weeks  earlier  than  upperclassmen  to  promote 
a  smooth  transition  into  college  life. 

"With  the  Union  College  Experience,  students  gain  confidence  and  a  sense  of 
ownership  of  their  education  goals,"  said  Marcia  Hawkins,  Ph.D.,  president  of  the 
college  and  first  in  her  family  to  pursue  a  college  degree.  "Our  partnership  with  I'm 
First  will  enhance  this  level  of  confidence  and  will  provide  us  with  many  valuable 
resources  to  advance  our  other  programs  as  well." 


The  CSO  estimates  that  30  percent  of  students  enrolled  in  postsecondary  institutions 
today  are  low  income,  first-generation  college  students.  However,  89  percent  of 
these  students  will  not  earn  an  undergraduate  degree  within  six  years,  because  they 
drop  out  of  college  at  four  times  the  rate  of  peers  whose  parents  have  postsecondary 
degrees. 


Along  with  partners  like  Union  College,  U.S.  Secretary  of  Education  Arne  Duncan  is 
working  with  I'm  First  to  help  change  this  trend.  Duncan  demonstrated  support  of  the 
organization's  mission  through  an  online  video  he  submitted  to  help  launch  the  I'm 
First  website  in  October. 


"There  is  nothing  more  important  you  can  do  for  your  future  than  graduating  from 
high  school  and  then  going  on  to  graduate  from  college,"  says  Duncan  in  his  video 
message  to  prospective  students.  "We're  going  to  make  sure  that  if  you  work  hard  and 
want  to  go  to  college,  you're  going  to  have  that  opportunity." 

Duncan's  video  is  one  of  many  in  the  I'm  First  collection  from  first-generation 
graduates  who  wish  to  inspire  and  offer  advice  to  the  next  generation  of  students. 
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I'm  First  was  developed  through  a  grant  sponsored  by  the  Bill  &  Melinda  Gates 
Foundation,  Facebook,  College  Summit  and  King  Center  Charter  School.

Kevin  Singleton,  who  graduated  with  an  accounting  degree  from  Union  College  in 
1987,  is  founder  and  CEO  of  Elevate  New  York,  established  in  2009  as  a  nonprofit 
organization  based  in  the  Bronx.  Through  this  program,  he  has  consistently 
produced  graduation  rates  above  90  percent  in  Title  1  schools,  where  the  free  and 
reduced  lunch  population  also  exceeds  90  percent. 

In  October,  Elevate  New  York  announced  on  its  website  that  Knowles-Carter  will 
use  the  platform  of  Chime  for  Change — a  global  organization  dedicated  to  the 
empowerment  of  girls  and  women — to  raise  funds  for  Singleton's  nonprofit.

At  Union  College,  Singleton  played  basketball  on  a  full  scholarship  and  earned 
academic  honors.  Following  graduation,  he  played  professional  basketball  in 
Europe  and  then  used  that  experience,  coupled  with  his  musical  and  speaking 
talents,  to  deliver  inspirational  messages  in  a  creative  way. 

For  more  than  25  years,  Singleton  has  addressed  more  than  3  million  youth  in  20 
different  countries.  His  talks  have  inspired  "students  to  make  a  difference  on  their 
campuses  and  in  their  communities,"  according  to  his  website. 

He  achieves  this  in  a  unique  way. 

A  talented  vocalist,  Singleton  has  managed  to  combine  his  musical  talents

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"students'  attention  and  challenges  them  to  make 
the  right  choices  today,  that  will  impact  the  rest  of 
their  lives,"  according  to  his  website.

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Singleton  explains  to 
students  what  it  truly 
means  to  serve 


Kevin  Singleton,  Union  College  alumnus  and  founder  of  Elevate  New  York, 
addressed  Union  College  students,  faculty  and  staff  during  Spring  Convocation  last 
week  and  emphasized  what  it  means  to  serve. 

He  called  his  message,  "From  Union  to  Uganda:  A  Life  of  Service,"  and  broke 
his  message  into  four  parts,  each  a  letter  from  the  word  serve,  though  Singleton 
shortened  it  to  "SERV." 


The  "S,"  Singleton  said,  represents  selflessness.  He  told  students,  "a  servant  is  a 
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person  who  is  selfless,"  or  someone  who  puts  the  needs  of  others  before  the  needs 
of  himself.  The  "E"  stands  for  epistemologically  aware.  This  means,  in  order  to  serve 
a  community,  one  must  learn  about  the  culture  and  habits  of  the  community  first, 
so  as  not  to  offend  them.  "Walk  in  the  culture,  learn  the  culture,  or  you'll  offend  the 
culture,"  Singleton  said.  The  "R"  is  for  repentant,  and  Singleton  told  students  that  in 
order  to  be  a  true  servant,  they  each  have  to  be  willing  to  change  themselves. 

Finally,  the  "V"  stands  for  vulnerable.  "If  you're  not  real,  if  you're  not  vulnerable, 
you  can't  live  to  help  people,"  Singleton  said. 

He  summed  up  his  message  in  one  sentence,  saying,  "Being  a  true  servant  means 
being  humble  and  knowing  you're  never  really  done."  He  then  closed  convocation 
by  praying  for  the  students  in  attendance. 

Also  during  the  convocation  service,  Union  President  Marcia  Hawkins  recognized 
Operation  UNITE,  an  organization  started  with  the  help  of  U.S.  Rep.  Harold  "Hal" 
Rogers,  that  aims  to  create  a  drug  free  culture  in  our  region.  Hawkins  presented  a 
citation  recognizing  their  achievements  to  Dale  Morton,  communications  director 
at  Operation  UNITE.

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Union  to  host  arts- 
integration  conference  for 
educators

to  integrate  arts  into  other  content  areas.  That  is  the  focus 
of  Union  College's  Richland  Institute  for  Professional 


Union  College  Assistant  Professor  of  Education  Jason  Reeves  will  coordinate 
student  participation  in  this  upcoming  conference  focused  on  arts  integration  across 
the  Kentucky  Common  Core. 

We  recognize  the  importance  of  arts  and  humanities  in  the  learning  process. 

In  southeast  Kentucky,  there  is  limited  public  school  funding  for  arts  and 
humanities,  despite  evidence  that  shows  how  such  programs  contribute  to  student 
achievement.  How  can  educators  respond? 

One  way  is  to  integrate  arts  into  other  content  areas.  That  is  the  focus  of  Union 
College's  Richland  Institute  for  Professional  Learning  scheduled  for  mid-June. 

"We  recognize  the  importance  of  arts  and  humanities  in  the  learning  process," 
said  Jason  Reeves,  Ed.D.,  assistant  professor  of  education  at  Union  College.  "The 
Kentucky  Department  of  Education  does,  too.  They  believe,  as  we  do,  arts  and 
humanities  are  valuable  in  building  both  strong  cognitive  and  social  skills.  Without 
adequate  funding  to  address  the  need,  however,  we've  all  got  a  problem.  This 
conference  is  our  response." 

In  January,  the  Lexington  Herald-Leader  earned  broad  coverage  exposing  funding 
inequities  among  Kentucky  schools,  citing  more  than  an  $1 1,000  per-student 
investment  gap  between  the  poorest  and  most  affluent  school  systems  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  report  identifies  the  independent  school  system  in  Barbourville  at  the  low  end 
of  the  funding  spectrum. 

"With  the  Herald-Leader's  report,  an  important  problem  has  been  uncovered,  and 
we're  encouraged  by  that,"  Reeves  said.  "But  we're  also  not  willing  to  wait  until 
the  General  Assembly  addresses  it.  We  think  the  issue  demands  a  more  proactive 
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approach.  Regardless  of  the 
funding  balance,  we  know  arts 
integration  will  only  serve  to 
benefit  all  students." 

Even  if  the  political  sector 
chooses  not  to  narrow  the 
funding  gap,  Kentucky  public 
schools  are  mandated  to 
document  integration  efforts. 

The  KDE  now  requires  that  all 
schools  submit  program  reviews 
documenting  the  progress  toward 
providing  "intentional  and 
meaningful  integration  of  the  arts,"  according  to  the  KDE  website. 

The  Richland  Institute  is  designed  to  help  educators  comply  with  this  existing  state 
requirement,  Reeves  said. 

The  Richland  Institute —  a  partnership  between  Union  College  and  the  Knox  Arts, 
Crafts  and  Humanities  Council — will  provide  educators  and  education  majors 
with  the  tools  they  need  to  meaningfully  incorporate  arts  and  humanities  into  daily 
lesson  plans  for  various  content  areas. 

The  conference  offers  workshops  for  integration,  along  with  ready-to-use  lesson 
plans  that  are  fully  aligned  with  the  Kentucky  Core  Academic  Standards  and 
English  and  language  arts,  along  with  math  and  social  studies  classes.  Lesson 
plan  strategies  are  standards-based  and  field-tested,  and  participants  will  receive 
resources  and  learning  techniques  for  creating  their  own  integrated  plans. 

A  unique  component  of  this  conference  is  that  it  will  provide  opportunities  for 
current  and  future  teachers  to  work  alongside  artists  to  implement  strategies  in  real- 
world  scenarios. 

"We're  especially  proud  of  this  conference  because  it  brings  together  emerging 
student  teachers  with  practicing  educators  to  co-teach  under  the  guidance  of 
respected  artists  representing  various  genres,"  said  Reeves.  "Our  plan  is  about  as 
realistic  as  it  gets." 

Kentucky  Department  of  Education  representatives  will  be  present  during  the 
workshops,  which  will  be  led  by  a  qualified  faculty  consisting  of  juried  artists  and 
veteran  teaching  artists:

The  Pursuit  of  the  Golden  Can  competition  is  a  collegiate  contest  that  takes  place 
among  several  Eastern  Kentucky  schools  from  Oct.  15  to  Nov.  15  each  year,  in 
which  the  colleges  battle,  pound  for  pound,  to  collect  food  for  needy  families 
during  the  holiday  season.  The  winner  brings  home  a  commemorative  trophy  made 
from  a  food  can.  The  Golden  Can  trophy  is  passed  from  school  to  school  each  year, 
denoting  the  school  that  raised  the  most  food  for  that  year.  The  customary  January 
awards  presentation  had  to  be  delayed  because  of  weather. 

"Since  we  started  the  Golden  Can  contest,  we  have  had  other  college  campuses 
participate  in  this  program,  but  this  past  year  it  came  down  to  Union  College  and 
the  University  of  the  Cumberlands,"  said  Kentucky  Harvest  Southeast  Chairman,  Jim 
Dorn.

On  Tuesday,  April  22,  renowned  racehorse  owners  and  three-time  Eclipse 
Award  winners  Ken  Ramsey  and  Sarah  Kathern  Ramsey  will  be  honored  during  the 
public  dedication  of  the  newly  renovated  Center  for  Health  and  Natural  Sciences, 
which  is  being  named  for  them. 

Also  honored  during  this  donor  recognition  event  will  be  Phillip  Sharp,  Ph.D., 
winner  of  the  1 993  Nobel  Prize  in  Physiology  or  Medicine,  and  his  wife,  Ann 
Sharp,  for  their  generous  support  of  the  project.  The  building's  Natural  Sciences 
Wing  has  been  named  for  the  Sharps.  In  addition,  on  Monday,  April  21,  this  world 
leader  in  molecular  biology  and  biochemistry  research  will  discuss  his  current 
projects  and  new  happenings  in  research  that  could  impact  Kentucky  during  an 
exclusive  dinner  event. 

The  dedication  of  the  former  Knox  County  Hospital  will  take  place  at  1 0:30  a.m. 
on  Tuesday  April  22  at  the  Center  for  Health  and  Natural  Sciences,  located  just  off 
Union's  campus.  Bishop  Lindsey  Davis  will  formally  bless  the  building  during  the 
ceremony.  Union's  board  chairman,  the  Hon.  Paul  F.  Isaacs,  and  Union  President 
Marcia  Hawkins  will  each  say  a  few  words.  The  event  is  free  and  open  to  the 
public. 

The  repurposing  of  old  Knox  County  Hospital  is  a  result  of  a  local,  state,  regional 
and  national  partnership.  Advocates  on  the  project  have  included  the  Knox  County 
Fiscal  Court,  Knox  County  Judge-Executive  J.  M.  Hall  and  the  city  of  Barbourville. 
Through  the  generous  support  of  private  donors  and  government  grants,  including 
$1 .5  million  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  the  old  hospital  building  has 
been  transformed  into  a  new,  ultramodern  facility  designed  for  the  most  advanced 
health  and  science  instruction.  Ken  Ramsey  took  a  lead  role  in  the  purchase  of  the 
hospital  building,  which  was  especially  meaningful  to  him  —  he  was  born  there, 
and  his  father  passed  away  there  —  and  his  generous  gifts  toward  the  project  were 
vital  to  the  renovation  project. 

"Ken  Ramsey  was  instrumental  in  acquiring  the  Knox  County  Hospital  property  to 
house  Union's  health  and  natural  science  programs,"  said  Hawkins.  "He  and  Sarah 
Ramsey  have  been  loyal  supporters  of  Union  College  for  many  years,  and  we  are 
pleased  to  recognize  their  continued  support  by  naming  the  renovated  hospital 
building  for  them." 

The  Ramseys  both  attended  Union  College  —  Ken  Ramsey  in  1953,  and  Sarah 
Ramsey  until  her  graduation  in  1962.  They  are  natives  of  Artemus,  Ky.,  which  is 
located  just  a  few  miles  from  Barbourville,  and  owners  of  Ramsey  Farm  outside 
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of  Nicholasville,  Ky.,  where  they  have  been  immersing  themselves  in  the  sport  of 
horse  racing  since  1 994.  The  Ramseys  are  among  the  world's  leading  racehorse 
owners  and  breeders,  shattering  the  record  for  purse  earnings  in  a  single  season, 
with  more  than  $12.1  million  in  2013.  They  have  earned  the  highest  recognition 
for  owners  and  breeders  in  the  sport,  including  the  coveted  Eclipse  Award  in  2004, 
201 1  and  2013.  Their  champion  horses  have  included  Kitten's  Joy,  Roses  in  May, 
Major  Marvel  and  Admiral  Kitten. 

In  addition  to  honoring  the  Ramseys  and  the  Sharps,  Edna  Jenkins  Mann,  a 
Barbourville  native  for  whom  the  nursing  school  has  been  named,  will  be 
acknowledged  during  the  event.  The  renovated  facility  is  home  to  Union's  fully 
accredited  nursing  and  athletic  training  programs,  natural  science  classes  and 
psychology  department.  Classes  have  been  meeting  in  the  building  since  the  start  of 
the  fall  semester.  A  ribbon  cutting  was  held  in  October. 

"We  are  so  thankful  to  our  many  generous  donors  for  understanding  the  vital  need 
to  invest  in  our  health  and  science  education  programs,"  said  Hawkins.  "With  their 
help,  we  have  able  to  modernize  and  expand  our  offerings  to  ensure  that  a  health- 
or  science-related  degree  from  Union  positions  our  students  for  the  highest  level  of 
success  in  their  fields."

In  addition  to  sharing  insights  about  his 
own  research  and  others  in  his  field,  Sharp  will  offer  general  observations  about 
the  impact  of  molecular  biology  and  biochemistry  research  on  his  home  state  of 
Kentucky,  and  why  he  believes  Union  is  a  vital  part  of  science  education  in  the 
state.  He  also  will  offer  advice  to  future  Union  graduates.

More  about  Ken  and  Sarah  Ramsey: 

Ken  and  Sarah  Ramsey  are  natives  of  Artemus,  in  Eastern  Kentucky.  After  graduating 
from  the  University  of  Kentucky  on  the  G.l.  Bill,  Ken  Ramsey  worked  in  trucking 
and  real  estate.  He  later  owned  cellular  telephone  network  franchises.  He  sold 
that  business  in  1 994  for  an  estimated  $39  million,  which  allowed  him  to  get 
back  to  an  earlier  hobby  he  first  tasted  in  1 969  —  horse  racing.  That  same  year, 
the  Ramseys  bought  Almahurst  Farm,  outside  of  Nicholasville,  Ky.,  birthplace  of 
1918  Kentucky  Derby  winner  Exterminator  and  Standardbred  legend  Greyhound, 
and  renamed  it  Ramsey  Farm.  Since  their  immersion  in  racing,  the  Ramseys  have 
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experienced  incredible  success.  They  received  the  2004,  201 1  and  201 3  Eclipse 
Awards  for  outstanding  owners.  Winning  an  unprecedented  nine  race  meets  during 
2013,  the  Ramseys  shattered  the  record  for  purse  earnings  in  a  season,  their  total 
of  $12,231,045  outdoing  the  $1 1 .1  million  earned  by  Stronach  Stables  in  2000. 

They  have  received  numerous  other  racing  awards,  including  a  record  12  leading 
owner  titles  at  Churchill  Downs.  Ramsey  Farm  now  covers  more  than  1,200  acres 
and  is  home  to  1 61  broodmares  and  the  stallion  Catienus,  and  homebred  champion 
turf  male  Kitten's  Joy,  who  entered  stud  duty  in  2006.  For  more  on  the  farm  and  the 
Ramseys'  history  in  horse  racing,  visitwww.ramseyfarm.com. 

More  about  Phillip  Sharp.  Ph.D.: 

Phillip  A.  Sharp  is  Institute  Professor  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  and 
the  current  president  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 
Much  of  his  research  has  been  conducted  at  MIT's  Koch  Institute,  which  he  joined  in 
1 974  and  directed  from  1 985  to  1 991 .  He  led  the  university's  Department  of  Biology 
from  1991  to  1999  before  assuming  the  directorship  of  the  McGovern  Institute 
from  2000-2004.  His  research  interests  have  centered  on  the  molecular  biology  of 
gene  expression  relevant  to  cancer  and  the  mechanisms  of  RNA  splicing,  which 
he  discovered  in  1 977.  This  discovery,  which  fundamentally  changed  scientists' 
understanding  of  the  structure  of  genes,  earned  him  the  1993  Nobel  Prize  in 
Physiology  or  Medicine.  Sharp  has  authored  more  than  385  scientific  papers,  received 
numerous  awards  and  honorary  degrees,  and  has  served  on  many  advisory  boards  for 
the  government,  academic  institutions,  scientific  societies,  and  companies.  A  native 
of  Kentucky,  Sharp  earned  a  B.A.  degree  from  Union  College,  KY  in  1966,  and  a 
Ph.D.  in  chemistry  from  the  University  of  Illinois,  Champaign-Urbana  in  1969,  with 
postdoctoral  training  at  the  California  Institute  of  Technology.  Prior  to  joining  MIT,  he 
was  Senior  Scientist  at  Cold  Spring  Harbor  Laboratory.  In  1978,  Dr.  Sharp  co-founded 
Biogen  (now  Biogen  Idee),  and  in  2002,  he  co-founded  Alnylam  Pharmaceuticals,  an 
early-stage  therapeutics  company.  Ann  Holcombe  Sharp  is  also  a  Union  alum;  the 
couple  met  as  students  on  the  Barbourville  campus.

Willis  to  Take  Over  Reins  of  Union 
Football 

Union  College  Director  of  Athletics  Tim  Curry  announced  the  hiring  of  Zak  Willis  as 
Union  College's  new  head  football  coach  on  Thursday,  becoming  the  1 1th  person  to 
hold  the  post  in  program  history. 

"I'm  very  grateful  and  humble  to  be  here,"  said  Willis.  "After  going  through  20  years 
of  college  football,  coaching  at  the  small  college  level  on  up  to  the  SEC  and  Big  Ten, 

I  think  this  is  the  ideal  place  for  me  to  be.  When  I  came  up  here  and  visited,  met  the 
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people,  I  was  extremely  impressed  with  the  quality  of  people  here  at  Union." 


This  is  the  third  head  coaching  post  for  Willis, 
who  previous  manned  the  programs  at  Mid-South 
Conference  East  rival  Pikeville  (Ky.)  and  NCAA 
Division  II  Newberry  (S.C.).  Willis  owns  a  career 
record  of  55-3  7.Wi  1 1  is  has  also  served  as  a  member  of 
the  staff  at  South  Carolina,  Michigan  State  and  Miami 
(Ohio). 


"We  are  excited  to  have  Zak  join  our  athletic  staff  and  take  over  our  football 
program,"  said  Curry.  "He  has  proven  to  be  successful  on  and  off  the  field 
throughout  his  career,  and  we  look  forward  to  watching  his  teams  play  here  at 
Union." 

Willis  is  the  1 1th  head  coach  in  program  history,  dating  back  to  1905.  However,  he 
is  the  eighth  head  coach  of  the  program  when  it  was  reinstated  in  1984. 

Starting  over  and  building  a  program  is  nothing  new  for  Willis.  He  was  Pikeville's 
first-ever  head  football  coach,  and  he  led  the  Bears  to  a  16-12  mark  during  his 
tenure.  When  he  arrived  at  Newberry,  the  Wolves  were  coming  off  a  1  -1 0  record 
and  in  the  midst  of  an  1 8-conference  game  losing  streak.  Willis  posted  a  39-25 
overall  mark  at  Newberry,  leading  it  to  its  first  conference  title  ever  and  to  the 
second  round  of  the  NCAA  Division  II  playoffs  in  2006. 

"I  like  these  kinds  of  situations.  I've  never  been  a  head  coach  where  I  didn't  have 
to  build  a  program  in  some  way,"  said  Willis.  "This  is  what  I  do.  It's  in  my  comfort 
zone,  and  I  think  the  environment  here  is  very  conducive  to  having  a  winning 
football  program." 

In  preparing  for  the  season  ahead,  Willis  said  he  will  need  to  practice  patience  in 
order  to  make  the  best  decisions  for  the  program  to  move  forward. 

"I  don't  believe  in  the  atomic  bomb  approach  where  you  blow  everything  up  and 
put  it  back  together.  What  I  want  to  here  is  nurture.  You're  dealing  with  human 
beings,"  he  said.  "I  think  it  comes  down  to  building  chemistry,  and  that  takes  time. 

"The  first  order  of  the  day  for  me  is  patience,"  Willis  continued,  "taking  my  time 
and  go  through  this  with  a  fine-tooth  comb  and  make  sure  we  are  making  the 
changes  we  need  to  make  and  not  make  changes  just  for  the  sake  of  making 


changes." 


Willis  is  married  (Sara)  and  has  three  children:  two  sons  -  Zakary  (1 3)  and  Baxley 
(20  months)  and  a  daughter  -  Reagan  (5). 

The  Bulldogs  posted  a  3-8  overall  record  last  season,  finishing  fifth  in  the  MSC  East 
with  a  2-4  league  mark.  Union  had  one  AII-MSC  East  first  team  member  and  five  on 
the  second  team. Union  begins  the  Willis  era  on  Aug.  28  at  NCAA  FCS  Murray  State 
(Ky.).

National  Recognition 


Dr.  Jimmy  Dean  Smith,  English  Professor  and  Department  Chair 
Jimmy  Dean  Smith,  Professor  and  Chair  of  the  Department  of  English  at  Union 
College,  has  been  selected  as  an  NEH  Summer  Scholar  from  a  national  applicant 
pool  to  attend  one  of  30  seminars  and  institutes  supported  by  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities.  The  Endowment  is  a  federal  agency  that,  each 
summer,  supports  these  enrichment  opportunities  at  colleges,  universities,  and 
cultural  institutions,  so  that  faculty  can  work  in  collaboration  and  study  with 
experts  in  humanities  disciplines. 

Dr.  Smith,  whose  areas  of  interest  include  Appalachian  literature  and  religion 
and  literature,  will  participate  in  an  institute  entitled  "Reconsidering  Flannery 
O'Connor."  The  four-week  program  will  be  held  in  Mil ledgevi I Ie,  Georgia,  at 
Georgia  College  &  State  University  and  co-directed  by  Prof.  Marshall  Bruce 
Gentry  of  Georgia  College  &  State  University  and  by  Prof.  Robert  Donahoo  of  Sam 
Houston  State  University.  Summer  Scholars  will  attend  ten  lectures,  participate  in 
seminars  conducted  by  four  leading  O'Connor  scholars,  and  spend  a  week  working 
with  materials  available  to  scholars  only  through  the  Georgia  College  library. 

"O'Connor's  profound,  troubling,  and  still  hilarious  stories  strike  at  the  very  heart 
of  what  it  means  to  be  a  sinner  struggling  toward  grace  in  our  world,"  said  Smith. 
"Her  fiction  and  essays  wrestle  with  the  same  ideas  that  are  at  the  foundation  of  a 
church-related  liberal  arts  college  like  Union." 

The  twenty-five  teachers  selected  to  participate  in  the  program  each  receive  a 
stipend  of  $3,300  to  cover  their  travel,  study,  and  living  expenses. 

Topics  for  the  30  seminars  and  institutes  offered  for  college  and  university  teachers 
this  summer  include  Algeria,  Morocco,  Tunisia:  literature,  the  arts,  and  cinema 
since  independence;  American  Maritime  People;  America's  East  Central  Europeans: 
migration  and  memory;  arts,  architecture,  and  devotional  interaction  in  England, 
1200-1 600;  black  aesthetics  and  African  diasporic  culture;  bridging  national 
borders  in  North  America;  Dante's  Divine  Comedy:  poetry,  philosophy,  and  the  city 
of  Florence;  Daoist  literature  and  history;  George  Herbert  and  Emily  Dickinson; 
Jewish  Buenos  Aires;  the  Late  Ottoman  and  Russian  Empires:  citizenship,  belonging 
and  difference;  mapping  nature  across  the  Americas;  the  meanings  of  property; 
medieval  political  philosophy:  Islamic,  Jewish,  and  Christian;  Mississippi  in  the 
national  civil  rights  narrative;  the  Mongols,  Eurasia,  and  global  history;  mortality: 
facing  death  in  ancient  Greece;  performing  Dickens:  Oliver  Twist  and  Great 
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Expectations  on  page,  stage,  and  screen;  pictorial  histories  and  myths:  "graphic 
novels"  of  the  Mixtecs  and  Aztecs;  problems  in  the  study  of  religion;  reconsidering 
Flannery  O'Connor;  reform  and  renewal  in  medieval  Rome;  representations  of  the 
"other":  Jews  in  medieval  England;  Socrates;  Tudor  books  and  readers:  1485-1603; 
the  federal  government  and  the  American  West;  the  visual  culture  of  the  American

Rev.  Kobler  has  served  as  the  Director  of  the  Wesley  Foundation,  a  United 
Methodist  campus  ministry  at  the  University  of  Tennessee  in  Knoxville,  since 
2008.  He  was  also  the  Chaplain  at  Emory  &  Henry  College  in  Emory,  Virginia 
from  2002-2008.  A  native  of  Marion,  Illinois,  Rev.  Kobler  graduated  in  1988 
from  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  with  a  degree  in  Music 
Education.  He  received  a  Master  of  Divinity  degree  from  Candler  School  of 
Theology  at  Emory  University  in  1991.

About  Edna  E.  Jenkins  Mann: 

Mann  grew  up  in  Barbourville,  graduating  from  Barbourville  High,  and  attending 
Union  for  two  years.  Her  mother  worked  in  the  library  at  Union.  After  one  of  the 
largest  floods  in  Knox  County  history  ruined  her  family's  home,  they  moved  to 
Dayton,  Ohio.  Mann  worked  at  Wright-Patterson  Air  Force  Base  and  attended  the 
University  of  Dayton,  where  she  met  her  husband,  Gerry  Mann.  The  couple  moved 
to  Indianapolis  so  he  could  pursue  a  master's  degree  in  engineering  at  Purdue 
University,  and  they've  lived  there  since  then,  becoming  deeply  involved  their 
community. 

The  Manns  formed  ATEC  Associates  in  1 956,  growing  it  to  1 ,500  employees. 

They  sold  it  in  1996,  but  still  own  Mann  Properties,  which  works  in  developing 
properties  for  businesses  in  Indiana  and  North  Carolina.  They  have  three  adult 
children  who  live  in  Indiana,  including  their  son,  Brian,  who  serves  as  managing 
partner  of  Mann  Properties. 

The  Manns  have  given  back  to  the  educational  institutions  that  nurtured  their 
careers.  They've  given  generously  to  Purdue  University  and  have  become 
champions  for  Union.  Edna  Mann  has  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
college  since  2006,  taking  a  deep  and  vested  interest  in  how  the  campus  can  better 
serve  the  community.  When  she  visits  the  college  for  board  meetings,  she  often 
meets  with  members  of  the  community  to  discuss  how  Union  can  serve  Appalachia 
better.  One  problem  she  discovered  was  that  the  community  needed  more  nurses. 
She  committed  wholeheartedly  to  both  donating  and  raising  funds  to  add  a  nursing 
school  to  the  college.  Her  dream  came  to  fruition  in  December  2012,  when  the  first 
graduates  emerged  from  the  Edna  Jenkins  Mann  School  of  Nursing.  Thanks  to  her 
dedication,  Union  is  now  able  to  offer  a  four-year  bachelor's  degree  in  nursing. 

About  Bob  Mitchell: 

Bob  Mitchell  served  as  the  district  director  for  Kentucky  Congressman  Hal  Rogers 
for  33  years,  retiring  in  2012.  For  much  of  his  time  on  Rogers'  staff,  he  was  his 
top  political  adviser,  campaign  manager  and  also  served  as  a  field  representative. 

He  has  served  on  the  executive  committee  of  the  Republican  Party  of  Kentucky, 
served  as  a  delegate  to  Republican  National  Conventions,  and  was  twice  elected 
magistrate  in  Knox  County. 

Mitchell  assisted  with  the  development  of  key  organizations  in  Eastern  Kentucky, 
including  P.R.I.D.E.  (Personal  Responsibility  In  a  Desirable  Environment),  UNITE 
(anti-drug  agency)  and  SKED  (Southeastern  Kentucky  Economic  Development). 
Flood  walls  along  the  Cumberland  River  and  road  improvements  throughout  the 
region  were  accomplished  thanks  largely  to  Mitchell's  work.  He  also  assisted  with 
helping  get  the  infrastructure  needed  for  the  installation  of  water  lines  to  areas  once 
dependent  upon  wells,  sewer  projects,  and  the  construction  of  the  Cumberland 
Gap  Tunnel. 
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Mitchell  has  a  family  legacy  of  service.  His  father,  the  late  Murrell  Mitchell,  also 
served  as  a  magistrate  of  Knox  County  and  was  a  member  of  the  Knox  County 
School  Board.  He  inspired  Mitchell  to  seek  fulfillment  in  public  service.  A  graduate 
of  Lynn  Camp  High  School  in  Corbin,  Ky.,  Mitchell  first  served  his  country  in  the 
uniform  of  the  U.S.  Army.

The  roundtable  will  be  held  in  the  Kenneth  L.  and  Sarah  K.  Ramsey  Health  and 
Natural  Sciences  Center  from  1 :30-3  p.m.  Those  wishing  to  attend  are  encouraged 
to  arrive  between  1-1:15  p.m.  to  have  a  chance  to  visit  informally  before  the 
session  begins. 

The  roundtable  is  the  culmination  of  three  days  of  visits  across  eastern  Kentucky 
that  will  examine  how  a  vibrant  local  food  system  can  promote  food  access, 
nutrition,  and  health;  foster  entrepreneurship;  and  help  strengthen  and  diversify 
the  local  economy.  The  Kentucky  tour  is  itself  part  of  a  series  of  food  economy 
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tours  that  ARC  Federal  Co-Chair  Earl  Gohl  has  been  making  across  the  13-state 
Appalachian  region. 

The  Kentucky  tour  has  been  especially  designed  to  explore  the  links  between  the 
economic  development  dynamics  of  a  local  food  system  and  effective  strategies 
for  addressing  Appalachia's  particular  food  access,  nutrition,  and  health  needs. 

Twin  questions  have  set  the  framework  for  the  tour:  How  are  communities  building 
on  aspects  of  the  local  food  economy  to  address  larger  questions  of  nutrition  and 
health?  How  can  solutions  to  these  larger  access  and  health  questions  help  build  a 
strong  local  food  economy?  The  trip  has  also  sought  to  place  these  emerging  food 
economy  developments  and  opportunities  within  the  context  of  SOAR,  Eastern 
Kentucky's  initiative  for  creating  a  stronger  regional  economy.  Roughly  half  of  the 
trip  is  being  spent  in  the  federally  designated  Promise  Zone;  there  are  stops  in  four 
of  the  eight  Promise  Zone  counties. 

Through  a  focused  discussion  among  a  diverse  and  experienced  group  of  local 
food  experts  from  across  Kentucky,  the  roundtable  will  expand  on  these  themes  to 
help  ARC  and  other  federal  agencies  gain  a  better  understanding  on  what  efforts 
are  being  made  -  and  what  efforts  still  need  to  be  made  -  to  grow  the  local  food 
economy  in  Appalachian  Kentucky. 

Gohl  will  lead  the  roundtable  and  will  be  joined  by  representatives  from  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention. 
Representing  Union  at  the  roundtable  is  Dr.  Amanda  Fickey,  who  is  the  Coordinator 
of  Appalachian  Studies  at  the  College. 

"The  Appalachian  Studies  Program  is  committed  to  improving  the  economy  and 
health  of  our  Appalachian  region,"  said  Fickey.  "Supporting  the  diversification  of 
the  local  food  economy  is  an  important  part  of  this  commitment."

The  Kentucky  tour  is  the  12th  Appalachian  state  ARC  Federal  Co-chair  Gohl  has 
visited  expressly  to  examine  work  in  the  local  food  economy.  The  trips  have  ranged 
widely  across  the  major  elements  of  a  vibrant  local  food  economy:  farmers  markets, 
food  aggregation  and  distribution  systems,  grower  cooperatives,  culinary  training 
programs,  FFA  chapters,  specialty  food  producers,  agritourism,  farm  to  school 
programs,  technical  assistance  providers,  and  agricultural  business  lenders.  The 
goal  has  been  to  learn  ways  communities  are  using  their  local  food  system  to  create 
a  stronger  economy.  While  a  number  of  the  stops  have  received  ARC  support  in  the 
past,  the  trips  have  examined  successful  activities  regardless  of  funding  source,  and 
many  of  the  visits  have  not  received  direct  ARC  support. 

Over  the  past  10  years,  ARC  has  invested  $7.6  million  in  food  systems-related 
projects.  In  doing  so,  ARC  and  communities  across  Appalachia  have  discovered  the 
valuable  role  that  vibrant  local  food  systems  can  play  in  diversifying  the  economy, 
strengthening  the  regional  workforce,  and  creating  local  wealth.  This  roundtable 
will  serve  as  part  of  a  region-wide  conversation  around  how  Appalachian 
communities  are  using  local  food  systems  to  strengthen  their  economy,  create  jobs, 
and  foster  economic  and  community  development. 

Boosting  local  food  systems  is  one  focus  of  the  White  House  Rural  Council,  an 
interagency  group  created  by  President  Obama  to  strengthen  the  economy  of  Rural 
America.  Other  federal  agencies  have  been  represented  on  many  of  the  ARC  food 
system  tours,  and  three  other  federal  agencies  will  be  joining  ARC  for  portions  of 
the  Kentucky  tour.

Professor  to  present  paper  at 
national  conference 

Katie  Egging,  Assistant  Professor  of  English  at  Union  College, 
has  been  selected  to  present  a  paper  at  the  American  Fiterature 
Association  in  Washington,  D.C. 

The  annual  national  conference  is  being  held  May  22-25  at  the 
Hyatt  Regency  Washington  on  Capitol  Hill. 


Dr.  Egging  is  participating  in  the  session  entitled  "Racing 
Places:  African  American  Memory  and  Politics"  and  will  be  presenting  her  paper  on 
"Arlington  National  Cemetery  in  May  Miller's  Stragglers  in  the  Dust." 
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"The  conference  draws  scholars  from  across  the  U.S.  and  abroad  to  share  research 
and  pedagogy  about  American  literature,"  said  Egging. 

The  session  is  being  chaired  by  Wilfred  D.  Samuels  of  University  of  Utah,  and 
the  other  panelists  include  Hannah  Baker  Saltmarsh  of  Dillard  University,  Lale 
Demirturk  of  Bilkent  University  and  Eric  Atkinson,  University  of  California, 
Riverside. 

In  her  presentation,  Egging  will  argue  Miller's  play  points  out  there  are  fractures 
in  who  we  consider  is  an  American.  Set  in  the  1 930s,  Stragglers  in  the  Dust  takes 
place  in  Arlington  National  Cemetery  and  poses  a  radical  question  for  its  day:  could 
the  "Unknown  Soldier"  be  African  American?  Egging  explained  Miller's  play  brings 
to  light  those  aspects  of  American  identity  and  history  war  monuments  such  as  the 
Tomb  of  the  Unknown  Soldier  attempt  to  erase  and  strives  to  illuminate  African 
Americans'  central  role  in  not  only  World  War  I  but  also  the  larger  development  of 
the  nation. 

"My  hope  is  to  get  useful  feedback  on  the  project  and  meet  other  scholars  in  my 
field  of  study,"  Egging  said  of  her  goals  for  presenting  at  the  conference.  "The 
ultimate  goal  is  to  use  the  feedback  to  revise  the  paper  in  order  to  submit  it  as  an 
article  for  publication."

Stancil  honored  for 
tenure  as  NAIA-SIDA 
President 

Union  College  Director  of  Campus  Communications 
Jay  Stancil  recently  was  recognized  for  his  tenure 
as  the  president  of  the  NAIA  Sports  Information 
Directors  of  America  (NAIA-SIDA)  at  the  organization's  annual  convention  in 
Orlando,  Fla. 

Stancil  served  the  NAIA-SIDA  President  from  201 1  -1 4.  He  was  the  first  to  serve  a 
three-year  term  since  the  organization's  first  president  Jack  Bell  from  1 964-67. 

"Jay  has  taken  our  profession  to  a  whole  new  level  in  his  role  as  NAIA-SIDA 
President,"  said  Cindy  Potter  of  Columbia  College  (Mo.),  the  new  NAIA-SIDA 
President.  "He  has  moved  us  into  a  strategic  communicator  role  and  made  a 
significant  impact  on  getting  our  message  spread.  Our  role  has  always  been  to 
support  and  promote  the  student-athlete,  and  with  the  work  that  Jay  has  done  over 
his  three  years  as  president,  he  has  given  us  the  opportunity  to  do  that  on  a  bigger 
scale." 

During  his  time  as  president,  Stancil  became  the  first  sports  information  director

Union  Takes  AAC  Tournament  Crown 
with  74-63  Win  over  VI 


KINGSPORT,  Tenn.  -  The  Bulldogs  capped  off  a  historic  season  by  capturing 
the  2013-14  Appalachian  Athletic  Conference  Tournament  Championship 
with  a  74-63  victory  over  Virginia  Intermont.  With  the  win,  the  Bulldogs 
recorded  their  28th  victory  of  the  season  to  break  the  record  for  most  in  a 
campaign,  which  was  previously  held  by  the  1967-68  Bulldogs  (27). 

This  is  Union's  second  AAC  Tournament  Championship  in  program  history 
(2011  the  last),  and  the  first  time  since  1971-72  that  the 
Bulldogs  captured  both  a  Regular  Season  and  Tournament 
Championship  in  the  same  year  (both  were  in  the  KIAC). 

Union  College  guard  DeAntray  Stevens  led  the  way  in  the  final  game  with  24 
points,  as  the  top-seeded  and  No.  24  Bulldogs  pulled  away  from  sixth-seeded 
Virginia  Intermont,  74-63,  to  capture  the  2014  AAC  Tournament  Champion¬ 
ship.

Team  All-MSC  East;  5 
Make  2nd  Team 

BARBOURVILLE,  Ky.  -  Union  wide  receiver  Domo- 
nique  Jefferson  snatched  a  spot  on  the  All-Mid- 
South  Conference  East  first  team,  while  five  other  Bulldogs  made  the  second 
team,  the  league  announced  on  Wednesday. 


Earning  second  team  honors  are  offensive  lineman  Nick  Garofalo,  running 
back  Leonard  Dixon,  kicker  Alex  Sigmon,  defensive  lineman  Seth  Jones  and 
defensive  back  Michael  Lowder. 


Jefferson  capped  off  arguably  one  of  the  best  seasons  ever  by  a  Bulldog 
receiver.  He  finished  the  year  with  41  receptions  for  897  yards  and  11  touch¬ 
downs.  He  is  the  17th  player  to  haul  at  last  40  receptions  in  a  season,  and 
he  finished  two  yards  shy  of  setting  the  single-season  record  for  receiving 
yards.  Shawn  Kelley  had  899  yards  in  2007  on  69  receptions.  Jefferson's  11 
touchdown  catches  are  tied  for  second-most  in  program  history.  Only  Kyle 
Callahan  had  more  touchdown  receptions  (13  in  2008)  in  a  season,  and  Sean 
Mackey  also  had  11  during  the  2010  campaign. 

Of  the  17  players  to  amass  40  receptions  in  a  season,  no  player  had  a  better 
yards-per-catch  average  than  Jefferson.  In  fact,  Jefferson's  21.9  yard-per-re- 
ception  average  is  5.2  yards  better  than  the  second-place  person  (Courtney 
Elesby  at  15.7  in  2004)  on  the  list. 

Jefferson  ranks  seventh  in  program  history  with  95  career  receptions,  third  in 
career  yards  receiving  (1,734)  and  second  in  career  re¬ 
ceiving  touchdowns  (19). 

Garofalo  had  a  solid  season. He  started  every  game  for 
the  Bulldogs  at  left  tackle,  helping  lead  the  way  for 
Union  to  post  its  lOth-best  scoring  season  in  program 
history  with  282  points.  The  Bulldogs  also  averaged 
381.4  yards  per  game  in  total  offense  with  2,068  com¬ 
ing  on  the  ground  and  2,127  through  the  air. 
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Dixon  finished  the  year  with  925  total  rushing 
yards,  ranking  as  the  eighth-best  rushing  season 
in  program  history.  Dixon  averaged  5.2  yards  per 
carry  and  scored  seven  rushing  touchdowns.  His 
longest  run  of  the  year  was  a  75-yarder  against 
Lindsey  Wilson  (Ky.),  and  he  tallied  six  100-yard 
rushing  games  this  season. 

Sigmon  was  second  on 
the  team  in  scoring  with 
58  points.  He  went  9-of- 
16  on  field  goals  with  a  season-long  of  33  yards.  He 
also  wen  31-of-33  on  PATs.  He  also  averaged  35.7 
yards  per  punt  with  a  long  of  55  yards  and  13  going 
inside  the  20. 

Jones  led  Union  defen¬ 
sive  linemen  with  32 
total  tackles,  ranking  him 

eighth  on  the  team.  He  also  had  3.5  tackles  for  a  loss 
of  nine  yards,  2.0  sacks  and  five  quarterback  hurries. 
Jones  recovered  two  fumbles  and  forced  another. 

Lowder  tailed  61  total  tackles,  ranking  him  fourth 
on  the  team.  He  had  5.5 
tackles  for  a  loss  of  16 
yards  but  made  his  mark  defending  the  pass  with 
three  interceptions  and  12  pass  deflections.  Lowder 
ranks  eighth  in  the  NAIA  in  passes  defended  per 
game  (1.4),  and  he  returned  the  interceptions  for 
a  total  of  127  yards  and  a  touchdown.  He  also  had 
one  fumble  recovery. 

The  Bulldogs  also  had  four  players  to  make  the 
Academic  All-Conference  Team.  The  honorees  are:
